Applicant argues that the combination of the Francis et al. and Zuber et al. references does not teach or suggest the claimed invention. 
However, Francis and Zuber, when combined, disclose a wallboard comprising a paper facing that is coated with joint composition, wherein 
the gypsum board is assembled with at least a joint coat. Therefore, the rejections are proper. 
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
